On Thermometers

Ralyea, chief of the Ohio Valley 
River Forecast Center, and 0. 
D. White, who has a sim ilar 
post in H arrisburg where he 
w atches over the Susquahanna 
and Delaware R iver basins. 
‘T he long range outlook is 
very favorable,” Ralyee said 
as he read a 30-day forecast 
predicting colder than normal 
tem peratures and little snow or 
rain. 
Ralyea had just returned to 
his Cincinnati office from the 
Ohio River which is covered by 
six inches of ice - the thickest it 
has been in 14 years. 
“I’ve been here 22 years and 
this is the worst I ’ve seen,” said 
White in H arrisburg where the 
Susquahanna is locked under 14 
inches of solid ice - three times 
what is normal. 
While millions of people in the 
Eastern half of the country are 
weary of winter, Ralyea and 
White are hoping for a slow 
return to normal tem peratures. 
To them, the worst thing that 
can happen now is a sudden 
prolonged warm spell and rain 
that would swell the big rivers, 
causing ice to break up and 
sweep downstream taking with 
it boats, docks, bridges and 
anything else that gets in the 
way. 
Hard blocks of ice often cause 
jam s, blocking the rivers at 
horseshoe bends and bridges 
and causing floods. 


“I think all the experts agree 
that a flood threat exists,” said 
Clayton Kauffman, a 
U. S. 
W eather Bureau hydrologist in 
ice-bound Pittsburgh 
Many residents of flood-rone 
areas 
seem 
to agree.

joined the N ational 
Flood

past two months A m ajority of 
flood plain residents still lack 
protection, however. 
The 
continual 
build-up of 
unm elting snow, ground frozen 
to record depths and ice on 
w ater that alm ost never freezes 
has prom pted the taking out of 
some 9,000 new flood insurance 
p o litices 
in 
P en n sy lv an ia 
during Decem ber and January. 
“If you’re in an area that has 
had ice jam problems in the 
past, chances are you’ll have 
them this y ear.” White warned. 
River watchers like Ralyea 
and White are scientific men 
not prone to hyperbole. The 
thick ice poses a threat, they 
see other factors weighing the 
scale in the other direction. 
While snow accumulation is 
m ore than last year, it is “not 
e x c e p tio n a l,” 
W hite 
said . 
Ralyea called the accumulation 
“nothing alarm ing.” 
In Ohio, the snow blanket’s 
w ater content when 
melted 
equals about lVi inches, Ralyea 
said. In W estern Pennsylvania 
it is about two inches and along 
the w estern slopes of the 
Appalachia Mountains it is four 
inches - all within acceptable 
levels.

Meanwhile, two state agen­ 
cies have voted to investigate 
four Ohio natural gas distribu­ 
tors and their suppliers. 
Marvin White, president of 
Columbia Gas, today asked the 
Ohio G eneral A ssem bly to 
suspend a law which prevents 
residential gas custom ers from 
being charged for short term 
emergency gas that also goes to 
in d u strial and co m m ercial 
custom ers. 
“This winter em ergency gas 
that Columbia and other Ohio 
distribution companies are now 
au th o rized to obtain under 
newly-enacted fedral laws is 
needed to a ssu re ad eq u ate 
supplies for residential users,” 
said White. 
“ Y et 
even 
if 
Colum bia 
purchases em ergency gas for 
residentia1 users, the Ohio law 
pro h ib its 
C olum bia 
from 
charging them for the higher 
cost of the em ergency gas,” 
said White. 
"W e’re in the position of 
needing additional gas to keep 
homes warm , possibly being 
able to obtain additional gas in 
the Southwest, but not being 


able to p u rch ase the gas 
because we would not be per­ 
mitted by Ohio law to recover 
our m oney,” said White. 
The Columbia Gas Co. of Ohio 
and the East Ohio Gas Co. of 
Cleveland Monday announced 
the easing of the curtailm ents, 
efffective Wednesday. The firm s

Colurmbia Gas said users of 
natural gas for boiler fuel, 
along w ith in d u stries and 
com m ercial custom ers who can 
use alternate fuels, will contin­ 
ue to be curtailed nearly 100 per 
cent.

A similar House hearing was 
scheduled today. 
After six years of presidential 
vetoes, industry efforts to 
defeat the bills, and hordes of 
potentially weakening amend­ 
ments, the senators noted the 
change. 
"For those of us who have 
been struggling over the years 
to enact legislation which will 
meet the need for preserving 
our 
land 
and 
our 
w ater 
resources, for stabilizing our 
coal industry ... the President’s 
words of encouragement have 
come like proverbial music to 
the ears,” said Sen. Lee Met­ 
calf, D-Mont.. chairing 
the 
session 
Twice during the 94th Con­ 


gress. the lawmakers sent a 
strip mining bill to the White 
House. Twice it was returned 
with a veto. 
Now Carter is expected to 
sign a similar bill as soon as 
Congress gets it ready. 
Sen. Henry Jackson, D- 
Wash . chairman of the full 
com m ittee, predicted 
that 
could come “within the next 
few months.” 
Both Andrus and O'Leary 
strongly endorsed standards 
for the strip mining which has 
ravaged the m ountains of 
Appalachia in the past and 
threatens vast areas of the

After Car Is Bombed 
Frisco Officials 
Guarded At Work 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Government officials are work­ 
ing under armed guard at San 
Francisco City Hall because of 
bombings and threats by the 
terrorist New World Liberation 
Front. 
E x tra o rd in a ry 
se c u rity 
m easures went into effect 
Monday at the building on 
orders of Police Chief Charles 
Gain after a car belonging to 
D istrict 
Attorney 
Joseph 
Freitas was blown up at his 
home. 
Police funneled persons into 
City Hall through only two 
doors. Officers using hand-held 
metal detectors checked visi­ 
tors for weapons and searched 
some of those entering. 
Each member of the Board of 
Supervisors travels with a 
personal bodyguard. 
Freitas 
and Mayor George Moscone 
also have bodyguards. 
In addition, police have in­ 
stituted round-the-clock stake­ 
outs at the homes of these top 
city officials. Patrol cars also 
check the homes every hour 
“It’s sad, but at least, the 
employes will know they’ve got 
some security,” said Moscone 
of the police effort, reportedly 
costing the city an extra $5,000 
a day. 
“It’s better than being blown 
up,” said Margaret Maguire, 
assistant clerk of the city Board 
of Supervisors 


No one was injured in the 
explosion at 
Freitas’ home 
Friday. But the bombing was 
the latest in a series of blasts 
and threats directed against 
city officials. 
One bomb was planted on a 
window sill at the home of 
Supervisor Dianne Feinstein, 
but misfired. 
Two other supervisors, John 
Barbagelata and Quentin Kopp, 
received bombs in candy boxes 
but were suspicious of the 
contents and turned them over 
to authorities before they could 
explode. 
NWLF communiques have 
demanded improved medical 
care for prisoners at the county 
jail, but Moscone said he was 
disregarding them because 
they came from “people who 
purport to be terrorists."

WASHINGTON—Rep. Doug­ 
las Applegate this week takes 
on an alm ost impossible job. 
He and his colleagues on the 
House Economic Development 
Subcommittee will start the job 
of writing legislation to extend 
. the emergency 
local 
public 
works program . 
It’s a no-win job, because 
everybody has a different idea 
on how the popular, but contro­ 
versial, program should be run. 
No m atter what kind of a bill 
they write, some powerful ele­ 
m ents in society are going to be 
m ad at Applegate and other 
panel m em bers. 
The anger grows out of the 
experience during 
the 
first 
phase of the public works pro­ 
gram . Last fall, in an effort to 
create jobs in the construction 
industry and bolster the lagging 
econom y, C ongress en ac ted 
over form er President F o rd ’s 
veto a $2 billion em ergency 
public works bill. 
« 
Because the program pro­ 
vided 
100 per cent 
federal 
financing for local projects, a 
flood of 26,000 project applica­ 
tions’ w ere subm itted with a 
total price tag of $24 billion. 
Only 2,000 of the projects could 
be funded before the money 
was used up. 
Communities that failed to 
get any of the money were 
b itte r and u p set; ch arg in g 
favoritism and incompetence in 
the way the program was run. 
As part of his two-year, $30 
billion 
econom ic 
stim u lu s 
package, President C arter has 
proposed spending another $4 
billion on the local public works 
program . Freshm an Dem ocrat 
Applegate drew a spot on the 
Public Works Committee, and 
its E conom ic D evelopm ent 
Subcommittee which has direct 
jurisdiction over the program , 
so he is in the m idst of the 
d e b ate 
over 
the 
C a rte r 
proposals. 
All last week a parade of w it­ 
nesses appeared before 
the 
panel, giving their testimony on 
how the program should be re ­ 
vised to prevent problem s they 
claim cropped up during the 
first phase. There were also 
witnesses from the AFL-CIO 
that called for spending $10 
billion on public works, instead 
of the $4 billion C arter wants to 
expend over the next two years. 
“The first thing we m ust 
decide is on the exact formula 
to be followed in distributing 
the money,” said Applegate. 
“After we get the form ula, then 
we can decide on the amount of 
money to be spent.”

Calling the C arter proposals 
for $13 billion in tax relief this 
year and only $2 billion in job

only help the construction in­ 
dustry and its workers.

barring an unforeseen attack of 
cold feet, every m ember of 
Congress w ill be $13,000 a year 
richer as part of a package deal 
providing big salary boosts for 
more than 20.000 top political 
appointees, career government 
executives and federal judges. 
A perfectly respectable case 
can be made’ — on the m erits — 
in favor of these whopping 
increases, but the average 
hard-pressed taxpayer is likely 
to consider them outrageous. So 
Congress is hastening to prove 


its virtue by adopting a new 
code of ethics like the one 
President C arter has decreed 
for executive branch officials 
E arly next week, a special 
House panel headed by Rep 
David Obey, D-Wis., w ill vote 
on an ethics code recommended 
by one of its task forces.

Kenneth G albraith. And what 
they want is a mass labor base 
for a coalition which can name 
a m an to replace Meany as 
AFL-CIO chief and then go on to 
lesser goals like the presidency 
of the U.S. It ’s a ll wrapped up in 
an open letter, seeking support 
for Sadlowski, which the trio 
signed recently: 
" I f he wins the presidency of 
the S te e lw o rke rs, Sadlow-ski 
w ill have a great deal of in flu ­ 
ence to make labor into pre­ 
cisely that kind of force.” 
What kind of force9 The letter 
explains: ‘The battle in the 
steelworkers is im portant to all

Brown Pledges 
Death Opposition 


SAN FRANCISCO — (LENS) 
Gov. 
J e rry 
B row n 
of 
C alifornia has taken two un­ 
expected steps recently, one 
m oral, one fiscal. The first w ill 
probably hurt his chances for 
re-e le ctio n 
next y e a r; 
the 
second w ill alm ost certainly 
help. 
In his address to the state 
legislature (typically for him a 
mere 10 minutes long, without 
program details) he said he 
would refuse, as a m atter of 
conscience, to sign any b ill re­ 
establishing the death penalty 
in California. The state’s law 
listing crimes punishable by 
death was 
ruled unconstitu­ 
tional by the California su­ 
preme court. 
There 
is 
strong 
pressure, 
from police and prosecutors 
among others, for a new death 
penalty b ill tailored to meet the 
standards of the United States 
Supreme Court. Brow n’s own 
views about the death penalty 
were well known. How he would 
apply them as governor was notI 
prom ising a veto so long in a 
vance. 
Before C alifornia’s last ex­ 
ecution, a decade ago, Brown 
was among those who held a 
night-long vig il in protest out­ 
side San Quentin’s prison gates 
As a Jesuit sem inarian in 1960 
he argued w ith his father, then 
governor h im se lf, to spare 
Caryl Chessman, convicted of 
kidnapping. 
Brown said in his 1974 cam ­ 
paign that he was against the 
death penalty. He has made 
sure that it w ill be a m ajor issue 
in 1978. If members of the state 
le g is la tu re decide 
to push 
through a death penalty bill 
they w ill need to be able to 
muster a two thirds m ajority to 
overcome Brow n’s veto, and 
w ith the Democrats in control 
of both houses that m ay not be 
easv. 


As a precaution, therefore, 
the advocates of capital punish­ 
ment 
have 
prom ptly 
begun 
drafting a popular in itia tive for 
the C alifornia ballot to coincide 
w ith 
the 
next 
gubernatorial 
election. 
Recent opinion polls suggest 
that more than two thirds of 
C alifornia’s voters want the 
death penalty restored in some 
form or other. So in making this 
stand, Brown is taking a risk. 
Whether his early frankness 
costs him votes or not, Brown 
says he w ill from now on have 
nothing more to say on the 
m atter. 
He should have plenty more 
to say, though, about the second 
of his surprises; a predicted 
budget surplus of $1.7 billion by 
next July, half of which is 
already in hand. A surplus this 
size is almost unprecedented in 
California or any other state. It 
is a ll the more imposing since it 
w ill come on top of Brown’s 
proposed 1977-78 budget of $14.3 
billion (up 7.4 per cent from the 
c u rre n t 
C a lifo rn ia n 
fis c a l 
year). 
Brown is astute, as well as 
austere. He means to use the 
funds to tackle two related and 
troublesome problems, school 
financing ana the local prop­ 
erty tax 
Five years ago, C alifornia’s 
courts ordered 
the state to 
“ equalize” funds available to 
poor and rich school districts: 
the money fo r schools comes 
largely 
from 
local 
property 
taxes. Feeble moves in that 
direction were brushed aside as 
inadequate 
by 
the 
state 
supreme court at the end of 1976 
when it ruled that w ithin four 
years equal amounts should be 
spent on ail pupils — a task 
calling for billions of dollars in 
new spending. Brown is of­ 
fering $750 m illion as a first 
step towards this.

Si Chicago spawned 
porcelain prizes

Helen G. introduced us to 
Pickard porcelains at a dinner 
party two years ago. Our host 
was a collector of the early 
Pickard handpainted art pieces 
and Helen had been a Pickard 
employee for a num ber of years 
and had her own fair-sized 
collection of c o n tem p o rary 
pieces. 
Her enthusiasm for Pickard 
was born of first-hand knowl­ 
edge and we began scouting 
shops and shows seeking our 
own- exam ple of Pickard ware. 
Pickard was founded in 1894 
by Wilder A. Pickard as a china 
decorating studio in Chicago. 
Importing blank w are from 
a b ro ad , 
the 
com pany 
specialized in hand-painted art 
pieces. The artists were for the 
m ost 
p a rt 
chosen 
from 
Chicago's Art Institute. The 
w are was noted for its quality of 
design and beautiful colors. 
Early exam ples of Pickard 
are not to be found in great 
quantity. However, it is possi­ 
ble to find such pieces as pit­ 
chers, cream and sugar sets, 
perfum e bottles, dresser sets, 
cake plates, bowls and condi­ 
ment jars. 
In 1911, Pickard introduced a 
heavily embossed gold luster 
pattern, the rose and daisy, 
which is still in production 
today. 
Austin Pickard, a son, is re ­ 
sponsible for the porcelain 
formula which enabled the firm 
to m anufacture its own w are in 
,1938. And, it was about this time 
that the company was moved to 
Antioch, 111. 
From this tim e on, according 
to a company spokesman, the 
m ark on all Pickard w are is 
that of a lion supporting a shield 
with the nam e of Pickard in 
gold 


CHINA 


When Pickard began issuing 
limited edition plates of wildlife 
paintings by Jam es Lockhart 
several years ago, they caught 
the fancy of the collecting 
public. 
‘T he limited edition plates 
brought the line to the attention 
of collectors," the spokesman 
said 
Now there are many 
collectors of the early hand- 
painted pieces from the turn of 
the century. 
She said that there were no 
plans to reissue those early 
patterns. And, to our knowl­ 
edge, there have been few if 
any reproductions placed on the 
m arket 
Helen G. said that the things 
she collected were those that 
were made while she worked 
there in the 1960s 
“Some of 
those pieces are out of produc­ 
tion now,” she added. 
However, the gold luster rose 
and daisy pattern has been in 
production so long that it is 
difficult to d a te individual 
pieces. And, Pickard craftsm en 
are recreating the look that was 
originally 
introduced 
in 
the 
early 1900s.

Knit Poncho Has Three Style Looks

Look aro u n d . Y ou’ll 
see 
ponchos, cowl necklines and 
hoods here, there and every­ 
where. They’re three of today’s 
top fashion looks. 
What, then, could be better 
than a poncho with a hood that 
doubles as a cowl collar when 
it's pushed back off the head? 
Just one thing is better — such 
a poncho designed especially 
for knitters. 
You’ll love watching your 
needles click off the poncho’s 
neat ribbed texture. 
Skinny 
ribbing forms a diagonal stripe 
on the fringed front and back 
and the ribbing gets bigger and 
bolder on the head-warming 
hood 
This poncho has even more 
going for it than great good 
looks. T here’s no worry about 
fit. One size fits all. So, if you 
knit for others, too, this knit is a 
real “ purl.” 
You’ll get a sleek poncho 
shape if you use yarns such as 
Coats and C lark’s 4 ply Red 
H eart K nitting W orsted or 
Fabulend or 4-ply Wintuck, and 
num ber 8 k n ittin g needles 
should give you the proper 
gauge of 6 stitches to the inch. 
KNIT-KNACK

W hat 
method do you recommend for 
sewing seam s of knitted g ar­ 
ments together? — N.B., Ver­ 
mont. 
Dear N.B.: 
As you know 
there are several wavs of sew­ 
ing 
seam s 
together. 
My 
favorite is by 
weaving the 
seam. This is done by using a 
blunt-edge tapestry needle. 
Start at the upper edge, insert 
needle through first stitch on 
one 
side, 
draw 
under 
two 
strands along the edge, then 
work in sam e manner under 
two strands on opposite-side 
edge and continue in the same 
manner until the entire seam is 
completely woven. 
Another method is the cro­ 
cheted seam, done with a fine 
hook and worked on the wrong 
side of the garment. You must 
allow one-fourth inch on each 
side of each part of garment for 
seam 
allow ance. 
A single 
crochet stitch is made by in­ 
serting hook through both 
strands of the stitches along 
both side edges to be seamed. 


PONCHO with hood also doubles as a cowl neckline fashion 
when worn off the head. It’s triply rewarding for knitters.

DEAR DR LAMB — I have 
read in your column about a 
product called Lact-Aid which 
s p lits m ilk 
la c to s e into 
digestible sugars. The symp­ 
tom s th a t accom pany in­ 
tolerance to lactose w ere 
described as gas, diarrhea and 
indigestion. 
I, too, am allergic to milk. 
My symptoms are sneezing 
and congested sinuses. The 
only tim es I have been able to 
use milk were the last two 
months of my pregnancies and 
the first two months after 
delivery. 
If it is protein in milk that I 
am sensitive to is there some 
way that it can be treated to 
m ake it more agreeable9 Al­ 
so. I have been refused as a 
blood donor because of the 
allergy. I sure would like to be 
able to use cow’s milk Thank 
you for any assistance. 
DEAR READER - Lactose 
intolerance results from being 
unable to split milk sugar 
(lacto se). T hat is not the 
sam e thing as milk allergy 
which is a reaction to milk 
protein 
That is why your 
sym ptom s are different. You 
w ere able to use milk at the 
e n d of y o u r 
p re g n a n c y 
because the increased hor­ 
mone production at that tim e 
causes a woman to be less 
sensitive to allergies. It is a 
bit like having your own built- 
in production of steroid hor­ 
mones that we use to treat 
severe allergies. 
I want to take this oppor­ 
tu n ity to c a u tio n p eo p le 
against thinking that solving 
the much more common lac­ 
tose intolerance problem will 
mean they will not be allergic 
to milk True milk allergy oc­ 
curs mostly in infants before 
the digestive system m atures. 
Incompletely digested protein 
is 
a b s o r b e d 
in to 
th e 
bloodstream and the body 
reacts in an allergic manner. 
As the child grows older the 
intestine m atures so that un­ 
digested protein is not ab­

$8 Million Volume In 1976 
Auction Puts Damascus On A g Map

Sophisticated 
communica­ 
tions equipment can put local 
livestock producers in contact 
with market prices throughout 
the state or the nation. But for 
many farmers within a 60-mile 
radius of D am ascus, what 
really matters is the dollars 
behind the last bid at the 
Damascus Livestock Auction 
The weekly Tuesday sale has 
become an institution in its 48 
years of operation, providing 
an outlet to major buyers for 
locally-grown cattle, swine and 
sheep 
One buyer at a recent sale 
summarized 
the status the 
auction has come to enjoy w hen 
he said Damascus has “what 
you need when you need it.” 
David W itmer of Colum­ 
biana, present at the same sale, 
reflected on his experience in 
buying and selling hogs. “If you 
have good stuff, you’ll probably 
do as well here.” 
Those 
expressions 
of 
satisfaction 
from 
persons 
representing the two major 
groups at the sale show what 
the auction’s operators have 
tried to achieve, according to 
Larry Shreve 
Larry is the third generation 
of Shreyes associated with the 
Damascus auction. He operates 
the business in partnership with 
his father, Glenn. The auction 
was established in October, 
1929. by Glenn’s father, C.T. 
Shreve, who had previously 
been an implement dealer. 
THE OWNERS attempt to 
provide a centralized point 
where buyers can purchase 
livestock in a competitive at­ 
mosphere. They stress they 
have nothing to do with setting 
prices, but merely provide the 
facility, the auctioneer and the 
reputation of adequate supply 
to buyers and prompt payment 
to farmers. 
While Glenn feels farmers get 
“the highest possible price” for 
their stock at Damascus, he 
s$ys the operation functions 
best when animals sell “right 
on the market.” Prices consist­ 
ently higher or lower than 
m arket tend to discourage 
enthusiasm of buyer or seller, 
and sales catering to one fac­ 
tion or the other face an early 
demise.

Dick Fowler of 
Mt. Vernon has been working 
the sale for about five years and 
Jim Baer of New Waterford has 
been added to the auctioneering 
staff in the last year. 
Glenn says the cost of opera­ 
tions have increased signifi­ 
cantly in operating the auction. 
He has seen several packing 
houses go out of business in 
recent years, but notes new 
buyers have come to keep the 
sale competitive. 
He helped start the North 
Bloomfield and C arrollton 
auctions, and has been inti­ 
mately associated with the live­ 
stock merchandising trade.

Pasture Renovation 
Boosts Conception 


Renovation is one way far­ 
mers all across the pasture belt 
are improving income for their 
farms. University tests con­ 
tinue to prove that grass field 
renovated with a red clover and 
ladino mix makes for extra 
profit. 
At the University of Ken­ 
tucky, research with clover vs. 
nitrogen showed that the out-of- 
pocket costs for each ton of feed 
obtained from old fescue sod, 
renovated at the rate of nine 
lbs. 
with red clover and 
calculated over a two year 
period, cost a little over a 
dollar. 
To get the same production 
from grass and nitrogen, in­ 
stead of the clover, the cost 
would be nearly $6.00. Costs 
were based on $1.20 per pound 
for red clover seed and $110 per 
ton for ammonium nitrate. 
Three 
year 
Purdue 
University tests showed that a 
fescu e-red 
co v er-lad in o 
renovated pasture caused beef 
calves, running in the herd with 
their mothers, to gain half a 
pound more per day than calves 
on straight fescue pasture with 
nitrogen added. 
In these same tests, the 
conception 
rate 
on 
cows 
jumped from 72 per cent to 92 
per cent when renovated fescue 
pastures were seeded to red 
and ladino clovers. And when 
you add the extra calves 
produced to the increased rate

Ohio Forms 
Plan Largest 
Com Crop 
Ohio farm ers intend to plant 
4.3 million acres of corn in 1977, 
the largest com acreage on 
record in the state and two per 
cent above last year’s crop 
according to the Ohio Crop Re­ 
porting Service of the USDA. 
Growers also report they will 
increase soybean acreage to 3.1 
illion acres, seven per cent 
bove last year. Farm ers plan 
io decrease oat acreage by nine 
per cent, down to 510,000 acres. 
Nationwide, producers intend 
to increase 
the total corn 
acreage to 84.5 million acres, 
one-half per cent above last 
year’s large acreage. Intended 
soybean plantings at 53.1 
million acres are six per cent 
above last year. 
Value, Production Down 
Ohio’s 1976 fruit production of 
apples, cherries, grapes and 
peaches is valued at

U.S. Average 
Land Value 
Jumps 17% 
U.S. farm land values in­ 
creased a whopping 17 per cent 
last year, moving up from an 
average of $380 per acre to $445 
per acre, according to the 
USDA Economic R esearch 
Service. 
Sharpest rise was in the Corn 
Belt states, where farmland 
values jumped an average of 33 
per cent — the highest year-to- 
year percentage increase for 
any farm production regions on 
record. 
Illinois land values led the 
parade with an average in­ 
crease of 41 per cent. The 
report noted that since the end 
of 1973, land values in Illinois 
have increased 119 per cent; 
those in Iowa, 111 per cent; and 
those in Minnesota, 100 per 
cent. 
Per acre values ranged from 
$76 per acre in New Mexico to 
$2,852 in New Jersey. Over-all 
values w ere unchanged in 
Mississippi and Nevada; up 
only two per cent from a year 
earlier in New Jersey and 
North Carolina; and up only 
three per cent in Virginia, Cali­ 
fornia and Arizona 
Sheep Total 
All sheep and lambs on farms 
as of Jan. 1 were estimated at 
12.7 million, the USDA reported 
recently. That’s down five per 
cent from a year earlier, 12 per 
cent below the Jan. 1, 1975, 
reading and the lowest on 
record, which covers reports 
back to 1867.

of gain and put a price tag on 
the calves at $30 per 100 lbs . 
that’s a whopping $4,000 in 
favor of the clover renovated 
pastures for 100 cows. 
SIMILAR 
RESULTS are 
reported in Tennessee. In a 
three year study, the calves 
produced on a 
fescue-red 
dover-ladino mixture pasture 
averaged 105 pounds more than 
similar age calves grazed on 
straight grass. 
And an Illinois test shows that 
the birth rate jumped from 75 
per cent to 89 per cent when 
beef cows were grazed on 
re n o v a te d 
c lo v e r - g r a s s 
pastures. 
This 
test 
also 
produced calves that averaged 
50 lbs. more per head on the 
clover-grass renovated pasture 
than on the grass with nitrogen 
added pasture. 
Renovation pays off in milk 
production, too. Tennessee 
tests showed renovated clover- 
grass forage produced six 
pounds of milk a cow a day 
more than control cows grazing 
on fescue alone. That’s 1,800 
more pounds of milk over a 305 
day lactation period. At $10- 
CWT, that’s an added bonus of 
$180 per cow a year. 
So when you look at feed 
costs, increased conception 
rates, additional gains, and 
greater milk production per 
cow, it’s no wonder farmers in 
the pasture belt are going all 
out to renovate low yielding 
pastures this year.

We grow a plant 
crop, wasting acres of land to 
produce feed for cattle to make 
them grow. Then labor, time 
and more land is used to fatten 
the animals. Finally, they are 
slaughtered, perhaps 15 months 
later, so the human race can 
obtain protein.

Corn Stood High In 
76; But Beans Dropped 


Nearly 11 million acres of 
crops were harvested in Ohio 
during 1976, an increase of 
141,000 acres from 1975. Record 
corn production was obtained in 
1976 but soybean and wheat 
output fell below 1975 record 
levels. 
CORN for grain production 
reached 395.9 million bushels, 
23 per cent above the 1975 level 
and a new record high level in 
Ohio. Harvested acreage of 3.92 
million acres was up 12 per cent 
from a year earlier. 
Yield per acre of 101 bushels 
was nine bushels above the 
previous high of 92 set in 1971 
and 1975. Ideal weather during 
mid-April allowed farmers to 
plant ahead of schedule. 
Although 
below 
norm al 
rainfall prevailed in the earlv 
stages of corn growth, late June 
and July rains were ideal for 
ear development. During July, 
most corn producing areas, 
except w estern and south­ 
w estern Ohio, experienced 
adequate soil moisture supplies 
and 
produced

large 
crops. Below norm al heat 
degree units slowed maturity. 
SOYBEAN production 
tot­ 
aled 93.6 million bushels, an 


eight per cent reduction from 
the record 102.3 million bushels 
produced in 1975. Soybean 
planting started slowly in late 
April, 
however rapid 
a d ­ 
vancement in planting came in 
May and plant development 
was 
ahead 
of 
norm al 
throughout the season. 
Field conditions 
in 
late 
September and the month of 
October were generally ideal 
for harvesting the 2.88 million 
acres. Harvested acreage was 
down 7 per cent from 1975 and 
20 per cent below the 1973 
record acreage. Yield per acre 
of 32.5 bushels was down one- 
half bushel from last year’s 
record yield. 
WHEAT production in 1976 
totaled 66.0 million bushels and 
was the third largest wheat 
crop on record in Ohio. Less 
than favorable weather con­ 
ditions prevailed for the 1976 
crop and ice cover in nor­ 
thwestern Ohio during January 
reduced 
stands. 
F arm ers 
harvested 1,650,000acres, down 
120.000 acres from 1975 but 
110.000 more than in 1974. Yield 
per acre averaged 40 bushels in 
1976 compared with 42 bushels a 
year earlier.

Ford Admits Errors 
In Talk To Students 


NEW HAVEN, Conn. (U PI) 
— A college hom ecom ing is an 
unlikely 
place 
to air 
one’s 
errors, but Gerald Ford freely 
adm itted m aking m istakes as 
A m erica’s 38th president. 
Yet he told Yale University 
that citizen Jerry Ford takes 
pride in his efforts to “de- 
im peralize the White H ouse.” 
T he 
form er 
p resid en t 
M onday 
d iscu ssed 
w ith 
stu d en ts 
his 
d ays 
as 
the 
nation’s chief executive while 
visiting his alm a m ater Yale 
U niversity as a Chubb Fellow 
professor. 
“I m ade a conscious effort to 
d e-im p era ilize 
the 
W hite 
H o u se,” F ord said w ithou t 
m entioning his predecessor in 
the Oval O ffice, Richard Nixon. 
‘‘We w ere su c c e ssfu l 
in 
humanizing the White House. If 
President Carter can expand on 
that, I think it’s important that 
it be done,” Ford said in an 
exclusive interview with the 
Yale D aily News. 
He said he regretted rejec­ 
ting Soviet dissident Alexander 
Solzhenitsyn’s request to visit 
the White House, expressed 
qualm s about his handling of 
aspects of the Vietnam war and 
held out hope for a resurgence 
of the Republican party. 
“If w e had to rewrite history, 
t 
think 
w e 
w ould 
h ave 
rearranged m y schedule so we 
could have m et,” he said of the 
m issed Solzhenitsyn visit. 
“ It 
w a s 
not 
a 
policy 
problem ,” Ford told a class 
room of Y ale students, “but a 
logistics problem .’’ 
L ater 
in 
the d a y , 
Ford 
d iscu ssed th e 
S olzh en itsyn 
affair with the cam pus daily. 


“In r e tr o s p e c t,” he w as 
quoted, “ it would have been 
w iser to m eet w ith Solzhenitsyn 
in the Oval Office. I regret that 
it didn't take p lace.” 
F ord also told the cam pus 
n e w sp a p e r 
he 
could 
h a v e 
h an d led 
th e fall 
of 
Sou th 
V ietnam b etter. 
“The w hole 
episode w as not considered a 
success, but we are still con­ 
sidered in the Pacific B asin a 
m ajor pow er.” 
The form er president, who is 
sleeping in a private suite in­ 
side a coed norm during his 
three-day visit, told a student 
inter view er the GOP will m ake 
a 
co m e b a c k 
and 
p erh a p s 
recap tu re the White House in 
1980. 
“ I am absolutely convinced 
that in 1978 the Republicans will 
sta rt a clim b back that could 
culm inate in a victory in 1980,” 
he w as quoted. 
F o rd 
did

e lim in a te 
him self as a possible presiden­ 
tial candidate in 1980, but said 
the p arty likely will turn to 
fresh faces in the Congress or 
business world for its future 
leaders.

DETROIT (U PI) - General 
Motors Corp. may not be the 
No. 1 industrial company in the 
nation, but its record $2.9 billion 
earnings in 1976 made it the 
most profitable 
GM 
reported 
Monday 
its 
sales, net income and earnings 
per share were all records for 
both the fourth quarter and full 
year of 1976. 
GM’s $2.9billion profit ($10.08 
a share > was well above the $2 6 
billion 
profit 
recorded 
by 
Exxon, the giant oil firm that 
supplanted GM in the top spot 
during the energy crisis of 1974 
GM sales and profits plummet­ 
ed 
that 
year 
while 
Exxon 
turned in a $3 billion profit, 
highest ever for any industrial 
company. 
GM's record year—topped by 
an all-time, fourth-quarter per­ 
formance—erased a mark set 
in 1973 when it had its greatest 
sales year. Analysts expect an 
even higher profit—$3.4 billion 
—for the world’s largest auto 
company this year. 
GM 
Chairman 
Thomas A. 
Murphy 
cautioned, however, 
that its profits were distorted 
by inflation and actually would 
be 6 per cent below 1973’s level 
in constant dollars. 
For the year, GM’s record 
profits ($10.08a share) came on 
record sales of $47.2 billion, 
compared 
with

( $4.32 a share) on sales of $35.7 
billion in 1975 
In the fourth quarter, GM

of the (Ohio) Valley to bring 
floods. We would need very 
unusual warm air for several 
days.” 
While the river watchers are 
looking for a slow warming that 
will cause ice to “rot in place,” 
the Army Corps of Engineers is 
making plans to control river 
flow at flood control reservoirs 
on 
the 
Allegheny 
and 
Monongahela Rivers. 
Ralyea also said the fall was 
cool and dry, 
meaning 
the 
ground is capable of absorbing 
more than its usual amount of 
water. 
There 
a re 
‘‘too 
many 
variables" to make predictions 
about flooding, said Penn­ 
sylvania Civil Defence Director 
Oran K. 
Henderson. 
“It all 
depends on the warming trend. 
If it warms up during the day 
and freezes again at night, we 
could get by,” he said. 
M eanw hile 
H enderson 
suggests 
residents 
of 
flood- 
prone a reas buy flood in­ 
surance. It costs $123 a year for 
$45,000 worth of insurance, but 
homeowners must wait 15 days 
before a new policy takes ef­ 
fect. 
“I can’t urge people strongly 
enough to consider the pur­ 
ch ase 
of 
flood 
insurance 
today,” said Acting Federal 
Insurance A dm inistrator J. 
Robert Hunter. 
Only one per cent of the $410 
million in dam age caused in 
Pennsylvania by H urricane 
Agnes was 
covered 
by 
the 
federal program in 1972. After 
Hurricane Eloise flooding in 
1975, more than $37 million (33 
per cent of the loss) was paid 
under the program . 
The 
federal 
governm ent 
spent $5.8 million last year to 
subsidize 
flood 
insurance 
protection in Pennsylvania and 
$3.8 million in Ohio. Despite its 
relatively low cost, most flood- 
prone 
residents 
still 
lack 
coverage, Hunter noted.

Soviet cosmonauts orbiting the 
earth in the Soyuz 24spacecraft* 
corrected their course today for 
an expected rendezvous with 
the Salyut 5 space station. 
The Tass news agency said in 
a brief dispatch that Col. Viktor 
Gorbatko and Lt. Col. Yuri 
Glazkov, had circled the earth 
12 times by midday. 
“According to the reports of 
the 
crew 
and 
the 
data 
of 
telem etric inform ation, the 
space ship’s onboard systems 
a re functioning n orm ally,” 
Tass said. 
‘T h e cosmonauts 
are feeling fine.” 
The news agency said the 
cosmonauts began their work­ 
ing day at 11:30 a.m . Moscow 
tim e. G orbatko, 
the flight 
commander, 
was 
quoted as 
saying the crew is "fulfilling 
the flight program .” 
The men w ere 
launched 
Monday in the Soviet Union’s 
first manned space flight since 
last Oct. 17, when two other 
cosmonauts failed in an at­ 
tempt to link their ship with 
Salyut 5 and made the first 
Soviet splashdown. 
Tass said the crew carried 
out a “correction of the flight 
trajectory,” a standard proce­ 
dure for docking with the space 
station. Similar course correc­ 
tions 
have 
been 
announced 
prior to previous Soviet dock­ 
ings. 
But the news agency did not 
disclose when the rendezvous 
would take place.
